DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-4 and 8-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in 
the art a high-pressure discharge lamp comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically, an enclosed spheroid bulb and a wound portion that is wound substantially spirally 
at least 0.5 turns in a range from a 2nd reference plane to a 3rd reference plane, and a closed loop 
around one of the light emitting part and the first sealing part does not exist within the range, 
where the 2nd to 3rd reference planes are parallel to a 1st reference plane lying orthogonal to a 
bulb longitudinal direction and including an end of the discharge space positioned directly at a 
section, having a greatest curvature, of an inner surface of the light emitting part at a base portion 
of the electrode nearer the first sealing part, the 2no reference plane being distant 5 mm from the 
1st reference plane along the first sealing part and the 3rd reference plane passing through a tip 
of the electrode nearer the second sealing part, and the wound portion and the lead portion are 
without a closed loop within the range between the 2 nd reference plane and the 3 rd reference 
plane. 

As pointed out by the Applicant in the arguments filed 12/22/2010, the prior art of record 
does not teach or disclose a spheroid bulb (page 7) and one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
be motivated to apply the trigger wire of the prior art in combination with a reference with a 
sealing part that is sealed solid for the reasons stated on page 1 1 of the arguments.
